fter Fog Collision 


$1 Million 
Damage - 
Estimated 


By TERRY IZZARD 


The first of two badly 
damaged freighters limped 
into Ogden Point at noon

The 8,000 - ton Marie 
Skou, her bow torn com- 
pletely off, was being exam- 
ined by divers at press time. 

Still in the fog-shrouded 
Straits of Juan de Fuca was 
the 40,000-ton Japanese 
lumber carrier Chitose 
Maru. : 

She was reported to have 
a 30-foot gash along her 
starboard bow. 

The two ships met head on in 
the, strait shortly after mid- 
night. 

Thick fog and smoke had cut 
visibility to less than a quarter 
mile. 

Luckily no one was injured as 
the Marie Skou’s bow gouged 
along the larger ship's side. 

Water poured into the smaller 
ship’s No. 1 hold, 

It was also flooding No. 2 hold 
as the white and blue vessel 
tied up at the Outer Wharf. 
GIANT AXE 

Her crumpled bow looked as 
though it had been sliced by a 
giant axe. 

Bales of pulp destined for 
Italy were clearly visible in the 
gaping hole, as two tugs nudged 
her into dock, 

Her 7,000-ton cargo will be off- 
loaded and stored at Ogden Point 
while the ship undergoes repairs 
in drydock. 

A deck officer said it was 
pitch black when the two ships 
met. 

‘TT WAS TOO LATE’ 
In perfect English he said: 


| “The other ship suddenly ap- 
| peared out of the fog. 


“We tried to veer away but it 
was too late." 

With the exception of men on 
watch, crews of both ships were 
in their bunks. But for this 
there could have been serious 
injuries. 

The 650-foot - long Chitose 
Maru ‘was on her maiden 
voyage from Japan: where she 
was launched only a few months 


This was her first visit to 
Vancouver Island to. pick up 
lumber. 

Attempts by officials to reach 
her by radio telephone met with 


‘no success, 


Due to the fog there was no 
way of -knowing her precise 
position, though she was re- 
ported about two hours out in 
the strait. She was..due to 
anchor off Royal Roads this 
afternoon. 

Damage to the two ships is 
expected to be well over $1 mil- 
lion, possibly s¢veral million. 

At the time of the collision the 
Marie Skou, 416 feet long, was 
outbound after loading on the 
Island for. the, past week. 

The Chitose Maru was heading 
the other way in ballast. 

What repairs are carried out 
here will depend on availability 
of ‘Esquimakt.drydock which is 
presently oecupied.

What is the powdery stuff on 
a butterfly’s wings? 

A butterfly’s wings, flitting 
and fluttering in the sunlight, 
seem to be*made from durable 
velvet. But when you hold the 
lovely creature in your hand, 
you know that this is far from

true,.Those beautiful wings are 
very fragile and delicately 
dusted with loose powder. 

When you hold a butterfly, the | 
dusty powder from. his. wings 
comes off on your hands, You 
will be surprised to notice that 
the powder seems to be white, | 
even though the handsome} 
wings are patterned with jewel- 
toned colors, Biologist classify 
the moths and butterflies in the 
insect order Lepidoptera, a 
scientific term meaning scaly 
wings. The powder shed on your 
hands is actually tiny scales 
from the buttefly's , papery 
wings. Some members of Lepi- 
doptera also have similar flaky 
scales on their heads and 
feelers and furry bodies. 

If you examine one of these 
scaly.winged._insects.with a 
hand lens or a good magnifying 
glass, you can see the tiny 
ridged scales overlapping each 
other and arranged in neat 
rows. If you could probe deeper, 
you would find that each tiny 
scale is propped on a tiny stem. 
The stem fits into a cup-shaped 
socket on the gauzy wing. 
Neither the scale nor the stem 
is fitted very tightly to the 
wing. The slightest touch tends 


explains 
powdery flakes brush off when 
a butterfly is handled, even by 
the most gentle fingers. 


Powdery Wings 

With the help of a good 
microscope, you get a better 
view of the scaly wings and the 
surprising beauty of their struc- 
ture. No, they do not reveal the 
jewel colors of .a butterfly on 
the wing. Neither they nor the 
powdery dust on your hands 
shows any colors at all. In fact, 
the microscope reveals that the 
tiny scales themselves are as 
clear as glass..A group of them 
packed close together looks: for 
all the world like a city of 
houses and tall buildings. The 
walls and roofs of the miniature 
city. seem to be made from 
sheets of shiny glass, Even the 
microscpoe does not help us to 
find the painted colors that our 
eyes see on_a butterfly flutter- 
ing in the garden. 

However, those shiny walls} 
and roofs give us a clue. We 
know that glass -plays tricks 
with the sunbeams. A plain 
sheet of glass lets through the| 
light and itself becomes in-| 
visible, or almost so. But a 
glass prism bends the different 
colored rays in white light and 
fans them out at different 
angles. The glassy scales on a 
butterfly’s wings also play 
tricks with light, and by a 
process of refraction, we are| 
presented with-a pattern of) 


colorful rays on its velvety) 
wings. 

Most butterflies live only 
during one season, just long 


enough to lay eggs and hand on 
life to a new generation. They 
shelter from pelting raindrops 
and try to avoid brushing 
against obstacles in flight. Their 
wings, as a rule, stay freshly 
powdered as long as they need 
them. But the monarch, the 
mourning cloak and several| 


other butterflies live from one| 


summer to the next. They. lose 
many of their powdery scales. 
The monarch migrates hundreds 
of miles and when he returns in 


the spring; his, velvety wings. 
are worn thin and blotched with 
colorless bare patches.

Hence, if 
a woman has been very 
sensitive to light »all her days, 
she may have porphyria, but 
if she developed this tremen- 
dous ‘sensitiveness since she 
took a drug of some kind, she 
had better stop taking the 
drug for a week or two to-see 
if she loses the sensitiveness.

Recently, Dr. David .F. 
Cross of the Institute of 
Cardiology in London, Eng- 
land, pointed out ‘that angina 
pectoris, although seen com- 
monly with a narrowing of 
one of the coronary arteries 
at the top of the heart, can be 
complained of also in cases in 
which the arteries are all 
right.

What 
had bothered and puzzled 
these patients was that every 
doctor to whom they had gone 
made electrocardiograms and 
then said, “Your heart is all 
right; hence your pain must 
be-of nervous origin.’’ 


Many years ago, I came to | 


the conclusion that these 
people did have heart pain, 
and what had happened was 
that the circulation of the 
heart became impaired 
because of a narrowing of one 
of the arteries, but because 
this artery had not yet 
become, plugged up, no bit_of 
musele had died, and henge 
there was no abnormality of 
the electrocardiogram. A big 
abnormality in the electro- 
cardiogram comes when an 
artery has plugged up; a bit 
of muscle has died; and the 
wave of contraction has to go 
around the scar. This causes 
an abnormal record.

People Will Act, 
Says UBCM Head 


The president of the 
Union of B.C. Municipali- 
ties, Mayor H. J. Gardner 
of Williams Lake, said this 
morning municipal govern- 
ments’ should not concern 
themselves with rising 
school costs. 

In his annual report to the 
64th UBCM convention at Prince 
George, Mayor Gardner is re- 
ported by Times City Hall re- 
porter Jim Hume as stating: 

“I am of the opinion that per- 
haps we should paddle our own 
canoe, set our mill rates at a 
jevel to provide services ex- 
peeted or needed. and not con- 
cet ourselves as municipal 
people with the school cost por- 
tion of the tax bill.”

Mayor Gardner said he todk 
his. stand because municipal 
councils have no control over 
schoo] costs and that he was con- 
fident that once the taxpayers 
wike up to: the fact that too 
much of the high cost of educa- 
tion is being borne by the land- 
owner, they will start trying to 
do something ebout it. 

The president made a brief 
reference to an emergency 
meeting of the UBCM executive 
last April to discuss rising 
school costs and the possibilty 
of a detailed survey of provin- 
cial-municipal cost-sharing ar- 
rangements, 

“The comittee is still working 
on this matter,” he said. “We 
have delayed the decision be- 
cause I suspect that a survey 
such as the one proposed could 
cost anywhere from .$40,000 to
